This bet was 
accepted by two men. No odds short of 
five to one could secure a response. 

By noon the general impression was 
that Grady would win easily, and this 
was strengthened later by the afternoon 
(papers conceding Grady’s momination. 
The count confirmed the predictions that 
have been freely made for weeks by the 
Grady people. 

How the Indorsements Worked. 

Indorsed by the committee of 140, Haas 
was defeated by Welch, who was in- 
dorsed by the first courthouse mass meet- 
meeting. 

Indorsed by both the committee of 140 
and the first courthouse mass meeting, 
Moncrief was defeated by Barrett, who 
was in the race but little more than a 
week.

A strageling line of voters passed 
down the railing to the booths during the 
morning and at 3 o’clock only 336 ballots 
been cast. The fifth, however, has 


was no exception. In the three hours 
between 4 and 7 o'clock 200 votes were 
cast, carrying the total considerably be- 
yond the expectation of the managers. 

The warmest ccntests in the fifth were 
those between Welch and Haas, Beau- 
champ and Terry, and Grady and Hutch- 
ison. The ardent supporters of the oppos- 
ing candidates trowded the doorway 
throughout the day elbowine each other 
in a friendlv fashion and impressing 
tpon the incoming voter the particular 
advantages of voting for their cand!- 
dates. 

In point of management the fifth ward 
made a distinct record and for the first 
time in the history of city elections the 
ward managers finished the total count 
second. The vote of the last candidate 
had been added up and recorded by 8:45 
@'clock. 

Another fact of interest in connection 
with the vote in the fifth was that onlv 
six voters spoiled their votes and had 
to request a second ballot. It was also 
noted with pride by the managers that 
only six vojfers out of 549 asked for as- 
sistance in making out their ballot, while 
only one of the six requested aid because 
he was unable to read.

With two exceptions they were indorsed 
by the committee of 140. 

Alderman Johnson. 

Alderrnan Johnson, of the north side, 
was without opposition. He received the 
indorsement of the committee of 140 and 
cther meetings held during the campaign. 
He was born in Crawford county, Geor- 
gia, in 1864. When quite young he came 
to Atlanta and attended school at the 
Kirkwood High school. Later he grad- 
uated from the University of Georgia 
with second honor. He practiced law 
for three years and then entered the in- 
surance business, which he has since fol- 
lowed. He is a prominent business man 
and is especially popt ar on the north 
side. 

Alderman H. M. Beutell. 

Alderman H. M. Beutell, who will fill 
the unexpired term caused by the resig- 
naticn of Dr. Turner, is a native of New 
Jersey, but has resided in Atlanta sines 
i876. Ten years ago be served a term in 
council. He has been one vf Atlanta’s 
prominent and energetic business men and 
has taken an active interest in the prog- 
ress of the city and is widely popular. 

Alderman M. M. Welch, who will rep- 
resent the south side in the city coun- 
cil, is from the second ward and repre- 
sented that ward in the city council dur- 
ing 1584-8. He is office secretary of the 
southern Baptist convention. He was 
born and raised in North Carolina. He 
Was at one time secretary of the cham- 
ber of commerce, resigning that position 
to engage in the real estate business. 

In speaking of his election last night 
Mr. Welch said: 

“My election was due entirely to the 
untiring efforts of my friends, and I 
the loyalty of 
their efforts. 

“For the past two days I have deen ill, 
and during the day I was unable to see 
many of my friends. I visited the polls 
only twice in a cab.

He went to work 
for the Western and Atlantic for 25 cents 
a day and since that time he has risen 
to be one of the road’s most trusted em- 
ployees. 

Mr. Barrett has never before taken part 
in politics. He entered the race at a 
late date and his election, for which he 
wishes to thank his friends, is <he source 
of no little gratification to him.

Councilman W. C. Rawson, of the sec- 
ond ward, was born and raised in Atlanta 
and attended the Boys’ High school, Ile is 
thirty-eight years of age and this is his 
first appearance in politics. He is widely 
popular, especially in the second ward. 
He is one of the city’s most popular 
young business men. 

Councilman A. C. Minhinnett. 

Councilman A. C. Minhinnett, of the 
third ward, is one of the best known 
grocery merchants in Atlanta. He came 
here from Roswell, Ga., ten years ago, 
succeeding rapidly and becoming cne of 
the leading merchants of the eity.

WATIVES ABANDON PLACE QUICKLY 


Americans Are Received with Hot 
Fire from the Filipino Trenches 
but None of the United 
States Soldiers Are 
Wounded. 


Manila, October 5.—5:10 p. m.—The ex- 
pedition sent to the Orani river. under 
the command of Captain Cornwell, to 
recover the sunken gunboat Urdaneta, 
returned +o Cavite yesterday with the 
hull of the boat, after bombarding Orani 
a force. Captain Cornwell 
brought one prisoner. Lieutenant Frank- 
lin, of the army gunboat La Guna de Bay, 
guided the expedition. There were no 
casualties. 

On Monday morning the expedition en- 
tered the river and anchored above Orani, 
near the Urdaneta, the inhabitants of the 
town simultaneously evacuating it and 
carrying their belongings with them. The 
¢tnboats bombarded Orani, the beaches 
and the surrounding country for half an 
hceur, receiving a Mauser volley in reply. 
The Urdaneta was towed off the bar 
about 10 o’clock in the evening, the op- 
erations of the Americans veing unmo- 
lested. The following morning the bom- 
bardment was renewed to cover a land- 
ing of 180 blue jackets and marin*®s about 
half a mile above thé town. 

On entering Orani ths Americans ex- 
perienced a slight rifle fire from the Fili- 
rino trenches. They found the town un- 
tenanted, and that the shells had ignfted 
a few huts. 

The archbishop of Manila notified Gen- 
eral Otis that there was a plot on foot 
to burn the residences of the governor 
general and the archbishop, together with 
several government buildings and banks, 
but the plot failed to materialize, possibly 
because of a display of force. 

The first reports regarding the affair 
at Paranaque last ‘night seein to have 
been much exaggerated. The facts are 
that a small band of insurgents, follow- 
ing the bay road, poured a volley into

The organization, as it exists at pres- 
ent, is not at all in accordance with the 
views of some of the members and the 
mass meeting has been called for the 
special purpose of reorganization. 

Cclone: R. D. Locke, one of the moat 
prominent republicans in this part of the 
ecuntry, taper this morning that he 
would have nothing whatsoever to do 
with the mass meeting. He said that 
some of the members of the organization 
were not satisfied with the body and 
wanted a new one. He said that he 
Frew not what was wrong with them. 

The general impression is, however, 
that the race for postmaster has caused 
the dissatisfaction. Colonel Locke is 
pushing Walter Corbett for the place, 
while Major Hanson is backing up Harry 
Stillwell Edwards. Corbett at present 
is in the army, but Colonel Locke says 
that he is still a candidate for the posi- 
tion, 

The exact time for the meeting has not 
been decided upon, but according to the 
statement of Colonel Locke it will be 
held during the latter part of the month. 
The outcome will be watched with in- 
terest. 

Colored Ward for Hospital. 

The colored ministers of the city bave 
taken up the matter of a colored ward 
at the city hospital and will push it 
along. For some time there has been a 
pressing need for a suitable ward for 
colored people at the hospital, but as 
vet no definite steps have been taken in 
that direction. The ministérs will ap- 
point committees from their churches to 
solicit subscriptions from the people of 


the churches and entertainments will be 
given for the benefit of the colored ward. 

The number of colored patients at the 
hospital is daily increasing, and at pres- 
ent the hospital people are not fully pre- 
pared to handle them. The ward at 
present is operated entirely from the 
main building and the nurses have to 
tramp several hundred feet through all 
sorts. of weather to get to the patients. 
There is a cash amount of about $250 
which has been raised for the purpose, 
but about $2,000 more is necessary.

The complaint on the part of some 
of our retail merchants that Atlanta 
is losing a great deal of its wagon 
trade on account of the higher price 
paid for cotton at some of the smaller 
towns is a very natural one. 

Farmers will buy wherever they ara 
able to sell at the best advantage. If 
they can get a fraction of a cent more 
for their cotton at Fairburn, or Pal- 
metto, or Griffin, they will haul their 
cotton there, and when they have sold 
it will procead to lay out their money 
sn the store nearest at hand. 

That Atlanta is a great railroad cen- 
ter is a fact of which we make con- 
stant boast, but in spite of the lines 
that converge here, tha wagon trade 
which has heretofore found its most 
profitable market here continues to 
play a very considerable part in the 
city’s businass. Besides being a rail- 
way center, Atlanta is also the center 
of a very populous farming region. 
The farmers find here a ready market 
for all varieties of products, and in 
the midst of thar other operations 
they continue to plant cotton, which 
serves as their surplus crop. With 
the proceeds of their cotton they lsy 
in the various supplies that are nec- 
essary to tha ordinary comforts of a 
household. 

Until this season, the farmers have 
continued to haul their cotton to At- 
lanta in spite of the fact that prices 
paid here are always quoted a fraction 
under thosa@a that are paid at other 
markets.. Until this year, this frac- 
tion has not amounted to enough to 
turn the teams of the farmers in an- 
other direction, but during the pres- 
ent season, the fraction has often 
reached half a cent a pound, and it 
has had the inevitable effect of making 
great inroads on the business that is 
transacted by our rétail mearchants 
during the fall months. While Atlanta 
was paying 7 cents a pound for spot 
cotton, neighboring towns have been 
paying half a cent more. Naturally, 
those who have cotton to sell will car- 
ry it where thay can get the best price 
for it, and their trade goes with their 
cotton. 

Unless our merchants and business 
men take the proper steps to prevent 
it, this ratail trade—the trade which 
is represented by the cotton hauled 
to Atlanta in wagons—will be more 
and more diverted from the city every 
season. It is worthy of note that tha 
towns which are paying higher prices 
for cotton than Atlanta are the towns 
where the demand for spot cotton has 
been made more insistent by means 
of cotton mills. They are the towns 
which have taken advantaga of the 
large profits to be found in cotton 
manufacturing to erect mills. This 
has increased the demand for the sta- 
ple in those communities, and when 
Atlanta quotes a fraction undar the 
regular price, the buyers for the mills 
can afford to offer a fraction over. 

Our retail merchants are thus able 
to see and feel ong of the first and 
simplest results that follow the in- 
troduction of factories. The factor- 
fes that have been built in the towns 
round about Atlanta must have cotton 
to spin, and they must have opera- 
tives to spin it. They not only in- 
crease the retail trade by adding large- 
ly to the population, but attract farm- 
ers who have cotton or other farm 
produce to sell, and who, as soon as 
they receive their money, proceed to 
lay it out in the stores nearest at hand. 
It is impossible for Atlanta to reap the 
full fruits of its situation and oppor- 
tunities unless our business men, our 

merchants and our capitalists realize 
in a practical way the immense ad- 
vantages that are conferred on a com- 
munity by productive industries. 

What is astonishing to us, who know 
the energy and the enterprise which 
mark our business men, is the small 
part which has been played by At- 
lanta in the development of the cot- 
ton spinning industry which, in the 
nature of things, must be centered in 


he.

the south in the near future. During 
the past six months not less than $20,- 
000,000 has been invested in cotton 
mills in the south, and those who have 
invested this money know that it is 
just as safe as if it had been put in 
government bonds, and that the divi- 
dends on this investment will be at 
the very least five times greater than 
the returns from government bonds 
bearing 4 per eent interest. 

In this extraording-y deve*cpment, 
Atlanta has cut no figure at all—At- 
lanta, the commercial metropolis of 
the Piedmont region. If we were 
plumply asked to explain this, wa 
should find ourselves in the position 
of the little boy the calf run over; 
we should have nothing to say. In 
point of fact, there is no explanation. 
An outsider might remark that for tha 
first time in its history Atlanta was 
taking a nap; but this would be no 
explanation, 


In North and South Carolina, the 


‘merchants and business men are fall- 
over one another in their haste to sub- 


scriba to the stock of new mills, know- 
ing that they will not only put money 
in their pockets in the -shape of 
dividends, but will double and quad- 
ruple their:trade by increasing the 
number of consumers. ‘These factor- 
ies not only increase wealth, but draw 
to themselves and retain in circula- 
tion around them a large volume of 
money that would otherwisq circu- 
iate elsewhere. 

This is why the towns around us, 
and the towns and cities of neighbor- 
ing states are investing their monay 
in cotton mills. This is why the 
month of September, just closed, wit- 


'nessed the investment of nearly $5,000,- 
‘O00 (as testified to by the reports of 


The New York Journal of Commerce) 
in cotton spinning machinery in the 
south. 

In view of all that has been said, we 
think it is time for our merchants and 
business men to bestir themselves.

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The Commission on Trial. 

The status in which the depot prob- 
lem is left by yesterday’s davelopments 
the railroad commission is 
chiefly significant in that for the first 
time sinee its organization the rail- 
roads of Georgia have snapped their 
fingers in the face of the railroad com- 
mission. 

It will be interesting to watch de- 
velopments. 

The railroad commission might as 
well understand now as later that it 
is on trial before the people of the 
state, and ifthe impotence of the body 
is proven in this instance, it will be 
the entering wedge whieh will prove 


ito be the doom of the commission's 


usefulness, 

It is strange that the railroads 
should defy the commission, and in 
our opinion, it is a monstrous piece 
of folly which induces them to do so, 
particularly as their defiance is in 
behalf of the maintenance of a miser- 
able death trap which is a disgrace 
to the railroads, to tha city and to the 
state; and against which the press and 
the people have risen in righteous in- 
dignation. 

How can corporations complain that 
they are often made the victims of un- 
just popular prejudice when, as in this 
instance, they set atdefiance every de- 
mand of humanity, decency and pub- 
lic comfort? 

We will now see what the Georgia 
railroad commission amounts to, and 
we believe that its members have 
backbone enough agd determination 
enough to maintain the authority of 
the body. If the commission has not 
sufficient authority now to force ac- 
tion by the railroads, it will be very 
little trouble to serure necessary legis- 
lative action at the approaching ses- 
sion of the general assembly to. en- 
able the commission to enforce the ex- 
ecution of its ordeirs. 

The railroads ought to be wise 
enough to know that, generally speak- 
ing, it is best to let well enough alone; 
and it would, perhaps, be best for 
them not to centributa to the smold- 
ering fires of adverse legislation.

Providing for Intelligent Suffrage. 
One of the most important bills 
upon which the coming session of the 
legislature of Georgia will be called 
to act is one relating to the suffrage, 
which will be introduced by Hon. T. 
W. Hardwick, of Washington county. 
The bill provides for an amendment 
to the state constitution. providing 
that “‘every citizen of the -United 
States, twenty-one years of aga, who 
shall have resided in this state one 
year next preceding the election, and 
shall have resided six months in the 
county in which he offers his vote, 
and shall have paid all taxes which 
may hereafter be required of him, 
except for the year of the eletion, 
shall be deemed an elector.” It is 
provided in limitation of the right of 
such elector to vote “that no parson 
shall be a competent voter unless he 
shall be able to read and write any 
paragraph of the constitution of this 
state and shall be able to understand 
any paragraph of such constitution, and 
to give a reasonable interpretation 
thereto.’ It is also provided “that 
no male person who was, on January 
1, 1867, or at any time ypior thereto, 
entitled to vote under tha laws of the 
state where he then resided and no 
lineal descendants of such person shall 
be denied the right to register or vote 
at any election in this state by reason 
of his failure to possess the educa- 
tional qualifications provided for.’ 
This bill, it will be seen, provides 
rather a combination of the Mississip- 
pi and North Carolina plans. The Mis- 
sissippi law provides that a citizen. in 
order to be a competent elector, shall 
be able to read and write any section 
of the Mississippi constitution, or to 
understand the same and give a rea- 
sonabla interpretation thereof: the 
North Carolina law provides that in 
order for a citizen to be a competent 
elector he shall be able to read and 
write any section of the North Caro- 
lfna constitution, but provides that 
this educational qualification shall not 
anply to persons’ who were competent 
electors on January 1, 1867, or at 
any time prior thereto. or to the lin- 


‘eal descendants of such persons.

leaving out the exceptions in favor of 


those who were competent voters On. 


January 1, 1867, the difference be- 
tween the two laws is this: In North 
Carolina in order for a person to be a 
competent elector he must be able ab- 
solutely to read and write any section 
of the constitution of that state, where- 
as in Mississippi an elector may qual- 
ify either by being able to read and 
write any section of the constitution 
of that state, or by being able to ex- 
plain any section of the constitution. 
Mr. Hardwick prefers the Mississippi 
plan to that of North Carolina, except 
that the ideal qualification for an 
elector should be that he should be 
able not only. to read and write any 
section of the constitution of his state, 
but also to give a reasonable interpre- 
tation therepf. 

In the case of William versus the 
State of Mississippi the federal su- 
preme court held that the Mississippi 
constitutional provision did not vio- 
late the provisions of the fourteenth 
amendment to the federal constitution, 
and there can be no doubt on the 
proposition that the amendment pro- 
posed by Mr. Hardwick, so far as it 
provides an educational qualification, 
is constitutional. The best opinion 
is that “the January 1, 1867” clause is 
also constitutional. Some months ago 
the chairman of the state executive 
committee of North Carolina gave out 
a very valuable interview in which 
he contended that the North Carolina 
law on this line was perfectly consti- 
tutional, and claimed to have the opin- 
ions of the best constitutional lawyers 
in the country to support him in his 
views. At any rate, if the supreme 
court of the United States should ever 
in any case from North Carolina, 
Louisiana or Georgia hold that the 
amendment of this character violated 
the fourteenth amendment to the fed- 
eral constitution, still the balance 
of the law proposed would be consti- 
tutional and the educational qualifica- 
tion would stand, and that would ac- 
complish incalculable good. 

Tha necessity of an intelligent elec- 
torate has been recognized by almost 
every state in the union. It is out 
of this: necessity that have grown the 
various registration and other laws, 
the object of which has been to limit 
the suffrage to those whose steadiness 
and character deserve it. The New 
England states themselves were among 
the first to declare that the irrespon- 
sible floating element should not con- 
trol in matters of state. Reform of 
this kind has been slow in reaching 
the states of the south, for the reason 
that. every attempt to do this would 
be construed into an attack upon the 
rights of the colored race. Hence it 
is that in many parts of the south we 
see government wielded by those 
whose appeal has been to the ignor- 
ant, the vagrant and the vicious of 
their communities. The effort of the 
people of Mississippi, South Carolina, 
Louisiana and latterly of North Caro- 
lina has been to elevate the suffrage 


‘so that it could not be exercised by 


‘those who do not know how to make

gia we have been free, comparatively, 
from the evils complained of in those 
already named, but even here we have 
seen occasionally the need of mor 
stringent laws and of a restriction of 
the ballot to those who appreciate its 
importance.

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BALLS AND CONCERTS 
IN OLD ATLANTA 


The social side of life was not neglected 
here forty or fifty years ago. 

Our oldtimers were fond of amuse- 
ments, and Atlanta was a gay town be- 
fore Peachtree street could boast of a 
dozen houses. 

There were no big hotels here in the 
old pioneer days, but we had two or three 
halls which were used for functions and 
amateur entertainments. 

Dr. Charles D’Alvigny found among 
some of his family papers, the other 
day, three programmes which will recall 
several chapters of history to our older 
citizens. 

One of these programmes was printed 
in 1852. It is a small, neat-looking af- 
fair, but our big job-printing offices 
would laugh at it now. 


The paper is before me as I write. It 
reads as follows: 

“The pleasure of your company is re- 
spectfully solicited at the anniversary 
ball, to be given at ‘Davis & Lewis’s 
hall, on Friday evening, the 21st inst., at 
7 o'clock, p. m. 

“Managers: W. Rushton, W. W. Bald- 
win, N. N. Welch, C. Neason, T. Doo- 
nan, R,. P. Robinson, W.. M. McAfee, 
James Toy, J. W. Rucker. 

‘Floor managers: N. N, Welch and 
W. M.~McAfee.”’ | 

The hall] mentioned here was on the 
corner of Mitchell and Whitehall streets. 
afterwards known as Dodd’s corner. 

4ll of the managers of the anniversary 
ball have passed away, with the excep- 
tion of Colonel J. W. Rucker and Mr. A. 
W. Jones. 

The entertainment ip which they were 
prominent ‘figures- occurred forty-seven 
years ago, and very few of those who 
were present dre now in the land of the 
living. 

That ‘was a long time ago—almost 
@ half century. it was four years 
after the close of the Mexfan war. 
Howell Cobb was governor; Pierce was 
the democratic presidential candidate; 
Berrien had just resigned his senator- 
ship, and Toombs and Iverson had just 
begun to attract attention in congress. 
Joseph E. Brown was then unknown, and 
Ben Hill was just rising into prominence 
as a whig leader in the legislature. 

At that time Georgia had about 1,000,000 
people, and the cotton crop was about 
500,000 bales. 

Atlanta was then a rough-looking, scat- 
tering town, and Savannah, Augusta, 
Macon and Columbus looked down upon 
it as a new place of mushroom growth. 


The second programme in Dr. D’Alvig- 
ny’s collection was printed in 1854, and 
reads: 

“Cotillon party! The pleasure of your 
company is politely solicited at a cotillon 
party to be given at Parr’s hall, on 
Thursday evening next, the 19th inst., 
at shalf-past seven o’clock. “Managers: 
a. & Thomas, B. FF. Wyman, &. - R. 
Gresham, William §8. McFarland, A. J. 
Garrison. Floor manager, Lewis J. 
Parr. Atlanta, January 16, 1854.” 

If the roll should be called now it is 
not likely that any of these names would 
receivé an answer. 

The party was given in a hall at the 
corner of Alabama and Whitehall, now 
known as the Jacobs’ corner. Herschel 
V. Johnson was governor, and the 
‘“*know-nothing party’? was just begin- 
ning to organize in Georgia, where it 
captured the majority of the whigs. 

Atlanta was growing rapidly, and ‘was 
looming up as one of the political cen- 
ters of the state. Money was abundant 
and society began to assert itself and 
draw the line:

General John Pope. Soldiers crowded 
our streets and the town was rather law- 
less. 

The Kontz residence, on Marietta 
street, was the military capitol of Geor- 
gia, and at various times was occupied 
by such famous commanders as Pope, 
Terry and Meade. 

Georgia Was preparing to wrestle with 
the reconstruction measures, and Ben 
Hill had just made his powerful Davis 
hall speech. 

There never was and never will be such 
a period of excitement in our history. 
Civilization was at stake, and there was 
danger every hour of some unfortunate 
incident which would provoke a war of 
races. 

Never were sectional and party lines so 
closely drawn. The passions of the hour 
led to frequent collisions, and occasion- 
ally the presence of uppopular persons 
at entertainments caused many of the 
other visitors to retire. 

At this particular concert it is probable 
that the federa} officers and their ladies 
sat apart from the confederate element. 

The line was drawn in those days, and 
citizens were severely criticised when 
they associated with those who were re- 
garded as pyblic enemies. 


And vet in those old-fashioned times 
our public entertainments attracted the 
very best people. Parents allowed their 
daughters to go with the young men of 
their acquaintance, and felt no uneasi- 
ness, 

Chivalry and courtesy were positive 
and potential factors of our social life, 
and the young fellows who drank and 
gambled, and carried pistols, desired 
above all things to be regarded as gen- 
tlemen, and they were models of pro- 
priety in all public places when ladies 
were present. Policemen were not need- 
ed to preserve order, when every man 
made it his business to see that no one 
said or did anything that would be of- 
| tensive or annoying to refined people. 

Of course there were many young men 
in those turbulent times who never 
drank, never carried pistols and never 
provoked a difficulty. These men were 
perfectly safe from insult and injury so 
long as they treated everybody couprte- 
ously, and as @ rule every well-bebaved 
person was sure Of considerate and re- 
spectful treatment, and of protection 
when imposed upon. 

This was so well undestood that young 
ladies and their escorts felt no apprehen-

the rough, dimly lighted streets, and 
touched elbows with the reckless men 
who had not given up some of the habits 
of their recent army life. 


In a small town people are more 
neighborly, especially when they are all 
comparatively poor and diving in about 
the same style, which was the case here 
a generation ago, when Atlanta was ris- 
ing from the ashes. 

Common misfortunes and hardships 
brought our people closer together, and 
the best of them did not feel that it 
‘was beneath their dignity to attend 
balls and other entertainments to which 
ye general public could obtain admis- 
sion. 

Ladies and gentlemen of the highest 
social position did not object to taking 
part in concerts for the benefit of some 
deserving public or private enterprise or 
institution, and the idea never entered 
their heads that they were making them- 
selves too common. 

We had no very rich people thirty-five 
or forty years ago. There was no very 
great difference in their houses, cos- 
tumes and manner of living. Good people 
wanted to be regarded as Jadies and gen- 
tiemen, and whether they lived in big 
mansions or small cottages they tried: to 
measure up to their ideal standard. 

This simple mode of life, regulated by 
high motives, turned out a set of men 
and women who made history and gave 
their posterity character and standing. 


I have seen Georgians in jeans who 
were the peers of any soldiers, states- 
men, orators and leaders to be found 
anywhere on this continent. 

Such men were among the early build- 
ers of Atlanta. They cared very little 
for the fleeting fashions of the hour, but 
when some of them found it necessary 
to go among the most famous and the 
richest people of the world in this coun- 
try and in Europe they held their own, 
commanded respect and -were perhaps 
more successful than some of the 
younger generation would have been. 

These were the people I recalled when I 
looked over D’Alvigny’s faded _ pro- 
grammes, and I make bold to say that 
they would grace any function and make 
it a success.

Later on it was 
purchased by Colonel Hand, who erected a 
ten-stamp mill on the spot, who operated it 
with good results until the presence of su]l- 
phurets. There being no appliances for work- 
ing sulphuretted ores it had to be abandoned. 
The vein averages two and one-half feet in 
thickness and assays $26.20 per ton.

Unique, too, is 
the genial skepticism of Anatole France, 
that plays with evasive and evanscent 
willl-o’-the-wisp light through such ‘“‘bre- 
viarieg of skepticism as ‘‘The Opinions of 
Jerome Coignard’’ or “The Osier Mani- 
kin,’?’ and with a gentler grace in ‘‘The 
Crime of Sylvestre Bonnard.’’ Unique 
also, but in higher kind, is the hyperes- 
thetic morbid beauty of Loti, author of 
“The Iceland Fisherman” and of the sub- 
tly beguiling, exquisite ‘“‘Rarahu” or 
‘“*Loti’s Marriage,’ and other exotic tales 
all ir§tinct with sympathetic pity and in- 
tense, though resigned, melancholy, as 
plaintive and penetrating as the sighing 
notes of a violin.

A few minutes later the Cunard 
liner Servia, with the English jack at her 
taffrail, appeared as if by magic through 
the outer edge of the curtain and came 
foaming into port. 


Warnings Were Not Observed. 


In vain the patrol boats whistled the 
warning, but she swung slightly silica 
as she came on straight through the 
course, dipped her flag as she got abeam 
of the racers and disappeared like a 
streak three-quarters of a mile to lee- 
ward. The emigrants aboard crowded 
upon her forecastie deck to see the sight, 
and what they saw pleased them im- 
mensely.

Rather than prolong the 
agony and suspense, at 3:43 o’clock, when 
it was apparent to all that the yachts 
could not make the outer mark. murh 
less the finish, and when both were prac- 
tically on even terms, the committee de- 
cided to call the race off. 

The most dramatic, picturesque inei- 
dent of the day occurred just at the finish 
and it repaid the thousands of sightseers 


for the disappointment they were ex peri- 


encing. 
The End Is Reached. 

Just as the regatta committee boat hung 
out the balloon, the triatiec stay which 
declared the. race off, the spertators, all 
of whom were in doubt as to which boat 
Was ahead, were watching the vachts 
with intense interest. They had split 
tacks and now the Columbia was sailing 
toward the Irish boat on the port tack, 
with the evident intention of crossing her 
bow. The water between them drew nar- 
rower, until she was close enough to pass 
a line aboard. Everybody aboard the ex- 
cursion fleet expected her to the 
Shamrock’s bow, but Captain Barr found 
it too risky and the American cham- 
pion rose in a queenly fashion on a heavy 
swell he put his helm down and came over 
on the starboard tack under the Sham- 
rock’s lee. It was a disappointing mo- 
ment for the patriots. Although the Coa- 
lumbia had her nose tn front. the chal- 
lenger lanped her and held the weather 
gauge. Just at this instant the signal 
went up declaring the race off and before 
the astonished svnectators realized what 
had hanpened they saw both. yachts. 
whose skinners had evidently been wuait- 
ing for the signal. turn about on their 
heels for home. The movement thev ex- 
ecuted was like two dancers.in a waltz. 
after the musfe had stopped. or like two

ing down. The big men-of-war were 
moving in squadron formation, line 
ahead, their white sides glistenine. their 
vellow superstructure and belching 
stacks gilded by the rays of the dying 
sun. As the excursion fleet moved to- 
ward them a stream of signal flags flut- 
the flagshin, the armored 
cruiser New York, and .the squadron 
changed formation, line abreast. and 
came on as if to annihilate the holiday 
fleet. But the mob of vessels was not 
frightened. They never faltered and went 
homeward surging hetween the men-of- 
war like incoming tide between piles of 
a bridge. They went by, their whistles 
shrieking delight, the bands playing pa- 
triotic airs and ragtime music. One of 
the police patrol boats, flying the flag 
of the mayor of New York, paused to 
push its nose under the towering steel 
sides of the New York, and bark out a 
salute of thirteen guns to Rear Admiral 
Sampson.

That $10,000 event which 
attracted the attention of horsemen 
all over the continent, ahd in which it 
scemed a moral certainty that Peter the 
Great could not be beaten, was one of the 
greatest sunprises ever witnessed in Ken- 
tucky. After a terrific battle, in which 
fortune was in Peter's favor up to the 
third heat. which he lost by a break with- 
in 150 vards of the wire, Lord Vincent 
won the great stake by sheer pluck and 
unexpected ‘bottom, ,

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TAX COMMISSION 


IN LAST SESSION 


Legislative Committea Met Yesterday 
at State Capitol. 


THREE SESSIONS A_ DAY 


| Commission Now Revising Tax Bill 


and May Adjourn Saturday. 


NO MORE TESTIMONY IS WANTED 


The Members of the Commission, 
with Exception of Speaker Lit- 
tle, Were All Present. 


The legislative tax commission began its 
last session at the state capitol yesterday 
morning with all the members of the body 
present but Speaker John D. Little, who 
was unavoidably detained at his home. 

The tax bill in which the whole state is 
interested has practically been completed 
and the purpose of the session of the com- 
mission is to go over the measure care- 
fully and get it in condition to te pre- 
sented to the legislature on the first day 
of the session. 

“There is no doubt,” said President Dod- 
son, of the senate, yesterday, “‘that the 
requirements of the Ellis resolutions w.!l 
be carried out to the letter and the tax 
bill be laid before the legislature on the 
first day of the session.’’ 

President Dodson stated that .t would 
be impossible for him to give out any of 
the features of the new tax measure since 
the commission had agreed that it would 
be best not to do so. He was wiiling, 
however, to be quoted as saying tnat the 
commission had labored ardently and in- 
dustriously and he believed had framed a 
bill that would bring under taxation more 
taxable property than ever before in the 
history of the state. 

The present session of the commission 
will continue until the last of the week 
and it is probab& that beginning with 
today, three sessions, morning, atternoon 
and night will be held. Speaker Little, the 
only member of the commission absent 
yesterday, is expected to reach the city 
this morning, and the work, which is now 
of the greatest importance, will continue 
with a full membership. 

No More Testimony. 

No more witnesses will be called before 
the commission and it is probaole that 
none will be allowed to appear. From time 
to time the members have summoned bke- 
fore them representatives of railroads and 
insurance companies and for this reuscn 
some criticism has been heard from in- 
dividuals, who, asking to appear before 
the commission, have been refused per- 
mission. It is the opinion of the commis- 
sion in this matter, that in framing a bill 
they are allowed to ask before them who 
the members please, just as any individ- 
ual member of the legislature would do 
in framing a measure. 

The commission has examined closely 
into the returns on the tax digests ef the 
different counties and it is understood 
has been greatly aided in its work 


The effect of the added questions put in. 


the tax measure adopted at the last ses- 
sion has been particularly watched and it 
is the belief of the members that the inr- 
crease in the return of personal property 
can be accounted for by the additional 
questions asked the taxpayer. 

When completed the tax bill, it ts said, 
will consist of the best features among 
the tax laws of other states and the valu- 
able experience gained by a study of the 
subject in Georgia. Secretary Blackburn 
has placed in the hands of the commis- 
sion the tax codes of more than a score 
of the states in the’ union and with these 
as a basis for the new bill the work has 
been brought te a successful conclusion. 

Little opposition to the measure is antic- 
ipated and it is generally conceled that ti 
will be a substitute for al] tax bills now in 
the hands of legislative committees.

A’ TREMENDOUS INCREASE 


The end of September marks the close 
of the heavy building season in Atlanta, 
and although Building Inspector Pittman 
has not ‘rendered his regular report, the 
figures for the year thus far are unusual- 
ly interesting. 

Atlanta has had a larger total expendl- 
ture in buildings than the present year, 
but considering the size and cost of the 
structures that have been erected since 
last January, the figures show a healthy 
state of affairs in building circles. As it 
is, the number of permits issued and the 
amount of money spent up to the present 
time is considerably in excess of the cor- 
responding period for last year. 

To October 4, 1898, the total number of 


permits issued was 1,411. The figures fer | 
this year show 228 more than that. Of the | 


1,411 permits issued last year the total 
amount expended in repairs and new 
buildings was $603,055. This year the 1,639 
permits represent $871,294, or $268,000 more 
than last year. 

The most expensive structure for which 


a permit has been issued this year did 
not cost more than $30,000. Last year 
there were several buildings put up that 
cost twice that amount, which makes the 
general average unusually high. The 
years that have shown a larger total ex- 
penditure than 1899 were those in which 
permits for such expensive buildings as 
the Equitable, the Austell and the Pru- 
dential were issued. 

In speaking of the figures y2sterday, 
Building Inspector Pittman said: 

“Atlanta has every reason to feel grati- 


| fied at the work of the past season. The 


buildings have not been unusually expen- 
sive—in fact, the most costly is less. ex- 
pensive than many that are usually built 
during good seasons—but the total amount 


| spent shows that men with a limited sum 


at their disposal have been investing in 
real estate and building homes. The mum- 
ber of substantial dwellings built during 
the summer months was considerably 
above the average.’’ 

While but few permits will be issued 
this month compared with August and 
September, the ‘number is expected to 
swell the total considerably.

The Lost Cause, a recent publi- 
cation in St. Louis, espouses the cause of 
General Underwood, while The Confeder- 
ate Veteran is edited by Mr. Cunning- 
ham. 

After the letter was explained, it was 
the opinion of certain members of the 
body that the matter was not one in 
which the Daughters of the Confederacy 
had anv reason to act, Though ever 
ready to co-operate with the veterans in 
their work, in this particular instance 
their indorsement scarcely seemed nec- 
essary. The matter having already gained 
unpleasant prominence, was one that 
might indirectly involve the Daughters of 
the Confederacy. who were in no way a 
party to it. For instance, whereas the 
Atlanta chapter, United Daughters of the 
Confederacy, might courteously indorse 
the resolutions in the interest of Mr. 
Cunningham, another chapter of the Uni- 
ted Daughters of the Confederacy might 
indorse resolutions favorable to General 
Underwood. Here at once might arise a 
feeling between the two chapters over a 
matter in which they were in no wey 
directly concerned. 

Other members argued that the Daugch- 
ters might appropriately give their in. 
dorsement or defer action until their was 
a larger meeting assembled, but upon mo- 
tion of Mrs. Raine, the matter was ta- 
bled, no action having been taken upon It. 
Mrs. Plane urged the members to show 
their practical and individual appreciation 
of Mr. Cunningham's earnest work in the 
interest of the confederate cause by sub- 
scription to his paper, The Confederate 
Veteran, which she pronounced -a com- 
plete publication of its kind, and a potent 
factor jn all good work in the interest of 
the veterans.

CANE MAY TAKE 
PLACE OF COTTON 


Department of Agriculture Is Working 
te That End, 


PRODUCTION IS SUCCESSFUL 


Excellent Sugar Cane Is Grown as 
Far North as Whitfield. 


ORDINARIES ARE ANSWERING QUESTIONS 


Facts Are Being Collectei Slowly 
Showing the Extent of Cane 
Growth in the State. 


The department of agriculture is daily 
receiving answers from ordinaries of the 
different counties giving the extent of 
the sugar cane culture and the names of 
the growers of sugar cane in the state. 

The reports so far indicate that the 
growth of sirup cane is far more exten- 
sive than the commissioner of agricul- 
ture realized, and that as a substitute 
for cotton, the merits of sugar cane are 
already appreciated by many farmers in 
the state. 

The reports are surprising from the 
counties north of Fulton, the soil of 
which it was believed was not adapted to 
the growth of cane. As far north as 
Whitfield, however, the announcement 
comes that cane is being produeed suc- 
cessfully, and that sirup is made from 
the cane at 300 gallons to the acre. 

At 40 per gallon, which Georgia sirup 
brings on the market, and $120 an acre 
for land planted in cane, the department 
of agriculture urges that from a money 
making standpoint this is far better than 
the wholesale production of cotton, even 
at a bale an acre. 

The successful planter of sugar cane 
in Whitefield county, is Rev.- L. G. John- 
son, pastor of the First Methodist church 
of Dalton. He writes for the benefit of 
the farmers of the state that his cane 
has a uniform height of eight feet and 
a maximum height of ten feet, which is 
as good, it is said, as the best cane pro- 


duced in Louisiana. 

The efforts of Commissioner Stevens 
and this able assistant, Colonel A. F. 
Wright, in advocating the general pro- 
duction of sugar cane in the state, have 
just begun, and when all the figures 
showing the extent of the present pro- 
duction are in an address will be 
issued, ving the views of the depart- 
ment and its recommendation. 

By inducing the planters of Georgla to 
put so many acres in sugar cane the de- 
partment can then arrive at the number 
of sugar and sirup mills that will be 
needed, as well as the capacity of each 
mill. 

A large sirup mill at Adrian, Ga., Is 
now practically assured as a result of 
the recent visit of Commissioner Stevens 
to that district. In the meantime a 
strong effort is being made with the 
railroads of south Georgia to get the 
promise of low rates for sugar came in 
the future.
